Regiment, Co. and was returned 
to Ihe States as a war casualty from gas. His life since has been

It was at Whipple Barracks in Arizona that j 
the Mitchells met. Mr.s. Mitchell at that lime was a war nurse. ] 
After their discliarge from the service they were married in Los- 
Angel3S. 

’• Mr. Mitchell being a reporter on the Los Angelos Times. The fol- 
lowin/f year they moved to Sierra Madre which has been their home 
for 28 years. Their son, T^homas Mitchell, a student at Santa Bar¬ 
bara trollego, was born here 26 years ago. The family home is al 
fig South Mermosa. 

R^Mr. Mitchell’s death came after a brief illness at the Birming¬ 
ham riospital last Wednesday night. The local rites were held 
Monday at the Grant Chapel with Rev. Clarence Nida of Bethany 
Churci officiating, followed by a Military Funeral at the Sawtellfe 
Natioiml Cemetery. Honorary pallbearers were George Hapgood, 
Harvey Steinberger, Harold Roberts, Harry Holland, Francis Eak- 
man and Jack Ort.

The City Council will be urged to take immediate action to 
repair and maintain the Canyon Bath House which now is in 
shamefully poor condition. 

In a resolution adopted by the Chamber ol Commerce Board of 
Directors and directed to the City Council, it was pointed out 
that: 

1. —The Canyon Bath House and its grounds, including rest 
rooms are in abomin'rbla repair and are actually maintained 
in a poor condition. 

2. —Continuance of such conditions is not only unhcalthful 
and unsonitary as far as the public restrooms are concerned, 
but the general appearance of this city-owned properly is dam¬ 
aging to this community's reputation and business. 

The resolution, submitted by Board Member Harold Spears 
.•aid that although this di.sreputable condition has been tolerat¬ 
ed, the Bath House and Pool are "extensively advertised and 
spoken of as one of the points of interest of a beautiful com¬ 
munity, Sierra Madre.*' 

The Chamber of Commerce also pointed out that extensive use 
of the Bath House and Pool is made "by Sierra Madre resi¬ 
dents and visitors during the summer months, lOnd the build¬ 
ing is used as an official polling place for city, county and 
state elections.'' 

The Council will be asked to take "immediate steps to repair 
and properly maintain the Canyon Berth House cmd its public 
restrooms.
